SPAIN TAS BEEN NOTIFIED OF THE COURT'S CONCLUSIONS. 


The Chief Executive Bélieves That Her Sense of Justice Will Dictate Hon- 
orable Action—The Battleship Was in Cuban Waters on an Errand of 
Peace and Good-will—The Courtesy Was to Have Been Acknowledged 
by the Sending of Spanish Ships to United States Ports—Two Officers 
and Two Hundred and Sixty Seamen Suddenly Swept from the Living— 
A Subterranean Mine Exploded Under the Vessel—Thorough Investiga- 
tion by an Organized Court of Inquiry—Results Made Public by Trans- 
mission of the Documents to Congress. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
President sent the following message to 
Congress today: 
To the Congress of the United States: | 

For some time prior to the visit of: 
the Maine to Havana Harbor, our con- | 
sular representatives pointed out the | 
advantages to follow a visit.,of national 
ships to the Cuban waters, in accustom- 
ing the inhabitants to. the presence of 
our flag as the symbol of good will and 
of our ships in the fulfillment of the 
mission of protection to American in- 
terests, even though no immediate 
need therefor might exist. 


Accordingly, on the 25th of Janu- 
ary last, after a conference with the 
Spanish Minister, in which the renewal 
of visits of our war vessels to Spanish 
waters was discussed and accepted, the 
peninsular authorities at Havana were 

advised of the purpose of this govern- 

ment to resume friendly visits at Cuban | 
ports, and with that view the Maine 
would forthwith call at the port of 
fhis announcement was re- 
ceived by the Spanish government with 
appreciation of the friendly character 
of the visit of the Maine, and with not- 
ification of the intention to return the 
courtesy by sending Spanish ships to 
the principal ports of the United States. 
Meanwhile the Maine entered the port 
of Havana on the 25th of January, her 
arrival being marked with no special 
incident besides the exchange of cus- 
tomary salutes and ceremonial visits. 
The Maine continued in the harbor of 
Havana during the three weeks fol- 
lowing her arrival. No appreciable ex- 
citement attended her stay; on the con- 


followed the resumption of the long- 
interrupted friendly intercourse. So 
noticeable was this immediate effect of 
her visit that the Consul-General 
strongly urged that the presence of our 
ships in Cuban waters should be kept 
up by retaining the Maine at Ha- 
vana, or, in the event of her recall, by 
sending another vessel there to take 
her place. 

THE AWFUL DISASTER. 


At forty mintes past 9 in the even- 
ing of the 15th of February, 
the Maine was destroyed by an ex- 
plosion, by which the entire forward 
part of the ship was utterly wrecked.. 
In this catastrophe two officers ana 
260 of her crew perished; those who 
were not killed outright by the ex- 
plosion being penned between decks 
by the tangle of wreckage, and 
drowned by the immediate sinking 
of the hull. 

Prompt assistance was rendered by 
the neighboring vessels anchored in 
the harbor, aid being especially given 
by the boats of the Spanish cruiser | 
Alphonso XII, and the Ward-line 
steamer City of Washington, which 
lay not far distant. The wounded were 
generously cared for by the authori- 
ties of Havana, the hospitals being 
‘freely opened to them, while the 
earliest recovered bodies of the dead 
were interred by @8@®municipality in 
the public cemetery in the city. 
Tributes of grief and sympathy were 
offered from all official quarters of the 
island. 

The appalling calamity fell upon the 
people of our country with crushing 
force, and for a brief time an intense 
excitement prevailed, which, in a com- 
munity less just and _ self-controlled 
than ours, must have led to hasty acts 
of blind resentment. This spirit, how- 
ever, soon gave way to the calmer 
processes of reason, and to the resolve 
to investigate the facts and await the 
material proof before forming a judg- 


ity, and, if the facts warranted, the 
remedy due. This course necessarily 
recommended itself from the outset to 
the Executjve, for only in the light of a 
dispassionately ascertained” certainty 
could it determine the @mature and 
measure of its full duty in the matter. 
THE COURT ORGANIZED.

After a full and mature consideration 
of all the testimony before it, the court 
finds as follows: 

First—That the United States battle- 
ship Maine arrived in the harbor of 
Havana, Cuba, on the 21st day of Jan- 
uary, 1898. and was taken to buoy No. 
4, in from five and a half to six fath- 
oms of water, by the regular govern- 
ment pilot. The*United States Consul- 
General had notified the authorities at 
that place the previous evening of the 
intended arrival of the Maine. — 

Second—-The state of discipline on 
board the Maine was excellent, and all 
orders and regulations in regard to the 
care and safety of the ship were strictly 
earried out. All ammunition was stored 
in accordance with instructions, and 


munition was handled. Nothing was 
stored in any one of the magazines or 
shell rooms which was not permitted to 
be stored there. 

The magazines and shell rooms were 
always locked = after having been 
opened, and after the destruction of tne 
Maine the keys were found in their 
proper place in the captain’s cabin, 
everything haying been reported secure 
that evening at 8 o'clock. The tempera- 
tures of the magazines and shell rooms 
taken daily. and reported. The 
only magazine whieh had an unde 
amount of heat was the after 10-ifich 
mnagazine, and that did not explode at 
the time the Maine was destroyed. | 
torpelo war-heads were all 
stowed in the after part of the ship 
under the ward-room, and neither 
caused nor participated in the destruc- 
tion of the Maine. The dry gun cotton 
primers and detonators were stowed in 
the cabin aft, and remote from the 
scene of the explesion.

The coal bunkers were inspected. of 
those bunkers adjoining the forward 
magazines and shell-rooms, four were 


empty, namely: B 3; B 4:_B 5 and 
B 16. A 1) had heen used that date 
and A 16 was full of New River coal. 

This coal had been carefully jn- 
spected before receiving it on board. 
The bunker in which Was stored 
was accessible on three sides at al! 
times, and on the fourth side at this 
time, on account of bunkers B 4 
and B 3d being empty. This 
bunker. A 16, had been inspected 
that day by the engineer officer 
on duty. The fire alarms in 
the bunkers were in working order, 
and there had never been a case or 
spontaneous..combustion of coal on 
board the Maine. 

The two after-boilers of the ship 


were in use at the time of the disas- 


ter, but for auxiliary purpcses only, 
with a comparatively low pressure of 
steam, and being tended by a reliable 
watch. These boilers could not have 


caused the explosion of the ship. The 
forward boilers of the ship have since 
been found by the divers, and are tn 
a fair conditien. 

On the nicht cf the destruction of 
the Maine everything had been re- 
ported secure for the night at 8 p.m. 
by reliable persons through proper au- 
thorities to the commanding offi- 
cer. At the time the Maine was de- 
stroyed, the ship was quiet, and there- 
fore least liable to accident caused 
by movements from those on boa:d. 

EXPLOSIONS. 

Third—The destruction of the Maine 
occurred at 9:40 p.m. on the 15th day of 
February, 1898, in the harbor of Ha- 
vana, Cuba the vessel being at the 
time moored to thé same buoy to which 
she had Leen taken upon her arriv4l. 
‘There were two explosions of a dis- 
tinctly different character; a very short, 
but distinct, interval between them, 
and the forward part of the ship was

This second explos:on was, in the opin- 
ion of the court, caused by the partial 
explosion of two or more of the forwurd 
magazines of the Maine.

Within en 
hour every available inch in the Sen- 
ate public galleries was peopled, and all 
the Senate galleries were packed to the 
doors by 11. In the diplomatic galleries 


were Abner McKinjey, the President's 
brothJv, and Jirs. bee, wife of Capt. 
Sigsbee. 


The attendance of the Senate was un- 
usually large. It was quite evident 
that the individual members of the 
body, despite the dignified reserve in 
which many of them were wrapped, 
were quite as deeply interested in the 
report as was the general public. Ev- 
ery Senator at the Capitol was in his 
seat, when the gavel of the Vice-Presi- 
dent fell. 

At 12:01 Executive Clerk Pruden care 
ried to the Senate the President’s mes- 
sage transmitting the long and much- 
desired report of the court of inquiry. 
As Maj. Pruden was recognized by the 
Vice-President there was a hush in the 
chamber, a majority of the spectators 
expecting that this report would be 
read to the Senate immediately. Rou- 
tine business, however, was taken up 
for a time. 

At 12:17 o’clock Mr. Morgan of Ala- 
bama demanded the reading of the re- 
port. Instantly there was a bush in 
the chamber. Vice-President Hobart 
at once laid the message before the 
Senate, and its reading was begun. The 
closest attention was given by every 
person within hearing. Around the 
inner walls of the chamber was a 
semi-circle of people, many of them 
entitled to the floor, including two score 
of members of the Hogse. 

While that part of the message sum- 
marizing the findings of the court was 
read, the audience scarcely breathed, 
so intense was the interest in the docu- 
ment. At the conclusion of the read- 
ing of the message, Mr. Davis of Min- 
nesota, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, amid a buzz of 
whispered conversation, rose and re- 
quested that the findings of the court 
of inquiry be read. 

In reading the findings, the clerk 
experienced great difficulty. They had 
not been placed in their written form, 
and were badly written. At the con- 
clusion of the reading, Mr. Davig 
moved that the message of the Presi- 
dent, the findings of the court ef in- 
quiry and the testimony taken before 
the court. be referred to the Commite 
tee on Foreign Relations and oOfre 
dered printed. It was so ordered. 
Lodge of Massachusetts intro- 
duced a resolution that 2000 addi- 
tional copies of the message, findings 
and testimony be printed for use of 
the Senate. The resolution was 
agreed to. 


IN THE HOUSE. 
(BY DIRECT WIKE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Except 
on the occasion of the inauguration of 
a President, no such crowds as surged 
through the corridors and stormed the 
galleries for admission have been seen 
at the Capitol in a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Public interest in the findings 
of the board of inquiry appointed to in- 
vestigate the disaster which sent one 
of Uncle Sam’s noblest vessels to the 
bottom of Havana Harbor and sacri- 
ficed the lives of 260 brave American 
sailors was at white heat. At daylight 
people were already seeking entrance 
to the Capitol, and hours befere noon, 
when the House convened, the marble 
stairs were choked with pushing, jost- 
ling people pressing forward toward 
the galleries. 

Not an inch of ‘space remained in 
the public galleries at 9 o'clock, though 
Icng lines of people stretching down the 


‘stairways to the lower corridors con» 


tinued to press forward. Within a few 
minutes after the reserved. galleries 
were thrown open they were completely 
filled. Admission to these galleries were 
strictly by card. Many distinguished 
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reons and many ladies were in the 
galleries. 
The hall buzzed like a beehive with 


the sound of voices. On the floor 
there was almost as much exc:.etnent 
as in the galleries, although the fuli 
synopsis of the report which was 


printed by the Associated Press had 
taken the keen edge off the anxiety 
with which the members awaited the 
reading of the official finding of the 
board. 

At exactly 12 o'clock the Speaker 
called the House to order. Amid the 
impressive ‘silence that followed, the 
blind chaplain delivered a svlemn 
prayer, which rang through the hall 
like a warning. He referred to the 
storm clouds that hung above : the 
country, threatening to break at any 
time. He prayed to God to interpose 
His power that these clouds might 
pass away, leaving us in peace and 
tranquility. 

“And yet, if war must come,’ he 
prayed, “in vindication of truth and 
justice, merey and right, help us to 
be prepared with brain and brawn to 
meet it. To this end be with the 
President and his Cabinet, and all of- 
ficially connected with the affairs of 
state.” 

There were no preliminaries. While 
the journal was being read, Chief 
Executive Clerk Pruden appeared with 
the message, which was announced as 
soon as the reading of the journai 
was concluded. The thronged galler- 
jes were hushed as the clerk’ carried 
the document down the main aisle and 
placed it on the Speaker's table. 
Speaker Reed himself broke the Jarge 
red seal of the envelope, and handea 
it to the clerk, at the same time an- 
nouncing in a clear, distinct voice, “A 
message from the President of the 
United States.” 

No Presidential message was ever 
listened to with such breathless inter- 
est. Members sat with intense faces, 
straining to cateh every word. When 
the reading of the message was con- 
cluded, a wave of applause swept over 
the floor and galleries. The Speaker 
immediately announced the reference 
of the message to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations under:the rules. 

Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, 
arose and said he understood the mes- 
sage would take that course without 
debate under the rules, but asked if 
the report of the board of inquiry had 
not accompanied the message. 7 

The Speaker replied that a foot note 
to the message contained the informa- 
tion that the report and testimony had 
been transmitted to the Senate.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL WIT- 
NESSES ANOTHER BUSY DAY. 


Action in Every Branch of Official 
Life—The Prevailing Tone Was 
One of Peace—Spain’s Answer 
Favorably Impresses the Ad- 
ministration. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, March 72s,—Today 
has been one of action in every branch 
of official life; action in the White 
House, where the President and his 
Cabinet advisers assembled in special 
Cabinet session at 10:30 o'clock; action 
in both branches of Congress, where 
the message of the President on the 
Maine disaster and the report and tes- 
timony of the court of inquiry were re- 
ceived; action in conferences of State 
officials and diplomats concerning the 
later phases of Spanish-American ne- 
gotiations, and action in the War and 
Navy departments, with the Spanish 
situation as the common purpose of all 
the varying aspects of official action. 

Seldom has a day been replete with 
so many diverse and important phases 
of a single subject. And yet, through- 
out this activity, the prevailing tone, 
as removed from administration 
sources, has been more assuring, more 
in the line of peace, than it has been 
for some days. This was the impres- 
sion conveyed to Cabinet officers, after 
the special, Cabinet session. ‘The same 
sentiment characterized the diplomatic 
conferences at the State Department, 
but in Congress, which afforded the 
greatest field for anti-Spanish and war- 
like expressions, a strain of discontent 
and uneasiness prevailed after the Pres- 
ident’s message, and the Maine report 
were submitted; especially on the 
House side. 

The President's message submitting 
the Maine report and the accompany- 
ing evidence was the main event of the 
day. Those who had anticipated that 
the message would contribute to the 
aggressive spirit were disappointed. It 
contained no. surprises. 

In the House, the message and re- 
port were referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, and Spanish debate 
was for the time being ‘liverted. In 
the Senate there was a similar refer- 
ence to the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, and Mr. Money of Mississippi 
delivered a brief and energetic. speech 
picturing the woes of Cuba. With the 
report was submitted the voluminous 
evidence taken at Havana and Key 
West before the court of inquiry. Ex- 
amined in detail, this evidence proved 
to be much more interesting than the 
cold and dispassionate review sub- 
mitted by the court. 

The specir Cabinet session was held 
to go Oy the President’s message ,and 
to consider the late’t 
develdpmeénts ir the negotiations now 
proceeding with Spain. These had as- 
sumed a wide ficld, embracing not only 
the Maine question, but the entire Cu- 
ban problem. 

The answer of Spain was in hand, to 
the firm note sent through Minister 
Woodford last week, stating that the 
condition of Cuban affairs had become 
So intolerable that the United States 
could not much longer remain inactive 
toward it. The tone of Spain’s answer 
impressed the President and Cabinet 
officers most favorably, so much so that 


after the meeting it was stated 
by members that the outlook 
was far more. assuring, and 


that Spain had shown such a concili- 
atory tone that it was “believed -she 
would make concessions sufficient to 
permit an amicable adjustment of the 
present strained relations. This was 
qualified, however, by the statement 
that the danger point has not yet 
passed and that war, while no longer a 
probability, was yet a possibility. The 
President had distinctly disclosed to his 
Cabinet associates his purpose to avert 
war if it was possible with a just solu- 
tion of the Cuban problem, and he had 
felt from the disposition manifested by 
Spain that this just solution could be 
reached. This, however, is without con- 
sidering Congress, which may, now that 


some radical action: 

Another important Spanish document 
which reached the government during 
the day was the abstract of the report 
of the Spanish naval commission which 
investigated. the destruction of the 
Maine. It is the only answer Spain has 
thus far made to the action of this 
government in submitting to Spain, 
through Minister Woodford, the find- 
ings of the American court. The conclu- 
sions reached by the Spanish commiis- 
sion are directly opposite to those of 
the American court. No demands have 
been made in connection with the 
Maine, and therefore there is no re- 
sponse beyond the submission of the 
Spanish report. 

Following the call of the Spanish 
Minister at the State Department, the 
French Ambassador, M. Cambon, had a 
conference with Judge Day. This re- 
newed the talk of European mediation, 
which is assuming tangible form. The 
speech of Premier Hanotaux in the 
Paris chamber last Saturday is looked 
upon as foreshadowing at least sym- 
pathy, if not direct steps toward medi- 
ation by France and other continental 
powers. There is good reason to believe 
that Spain is ready and anxious for 
this move, and has heen encouraging 
it at the European capitals. It would 
not be an offensive intrusion, but more 
a friendly offer to mediate the differ- 
ences Which have recently threatened 
to terminate in war between the United 
States and Spain. It is understood 
that up to the present M. Cambon has 
not received any definite instructions 
to take the initiative in such media- 
tion. 

After the adjournment of the House 
today there was considerable discussion 
over a proposed consolidation of the 
forces in the House who favor some 
form of immediate action on the Cuban 
issues. 

There was a strong feeling shown 
over the avoidance in the message of 
any outline of any definite administra- 
tion policy and a decided disposition ap- 
parent not to await any further delay 
nor resort to temporarizing measures.

THE MOSQUITO FLEET. 


ITS FORMATION 18 DEEMED oF 
GREAT SIGNIFICANCE, 


Commander Elmer’s Small Craft to 
Play an Important Part in Coast 
Defense—Late Arrivals at Key 
West. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The most 
significant of the naval orders issued 
by the Navy Department today was 
the detachment of Commander Horace 
M. Elmer from Cramp’s shipyard and 
ordering him to duty in the “mosquito 
fleet.” This auxiliary organization of 
the navy is to be called into service in 
time of war, is to be composed of small 
craft of all kinds that may be obtain- 
able by the department, upon which 
a gun may be mounted and other de- 
fensive devices placed. 

The fact that the organization is to 
be composed exclusively of small craft 
of all descriptions that may be avail- 
able gives the cause for its designation 
as ‘“‘the mosquito fleet.’’ 

Its prospective formation is the re- 
sult of the observations and work of 
the navalcollegefor .the ‘past five 
years, and the officials believe, with the 
material that may be obtainable and 
the manning of the vessels by the 
naval militia’of the States, a formid- 
able organization of its kind will re- 
sult. The naval militia of the States, 
however, will not be relied upon en- 
tirely to man the ships, but in case of 
necessity resort wil be had to seamen 
wherever they may be picked up. 

Commander Elmer is at the navy 
yard, which will be the center of his 
future operations. His duties respect- 
ing the selection of craft for the fleet 
are exactly the same as those per- 
formed by the board, which for the 
past two weeks has been engaged in 
the inspection of merchant vessels for 
the auxiliary defense preliminary to 
their purchase in the Navy Depart- 
ment. The commander and his assist- 
arts will visit various places along 
the coast and Will communicate by 
letter with persons and firms owning 
small craft, with a view to determining 
just how many afe available and at 
what price the owners will sell or 
charter them to the government. AS 
far as practicable it is the intention 
of the department that there shall be 
a seperate set of ships for the defense 
of the seasoast cities, the whole to com- 
pose the “mosquito fleet.” 

In the event of necessity for a 
rendezvous of several of these local 
fleets it cgn be arranged. The primary 
idea is for each local fleet to form the 
mobile defense of the particular city 
where it is made up. The Bureau of 
Ordnance will be called into service to 


assist in furnishing armament for the 
naval 


vessels. In the event of war, 
officers will be assigned to the com- 
mand of each’of the several local 


fleets. 

The big naval fleet in the vicinity 
of Key West received an important ad- 
dition today in the arrival of the 
cruiser Cincinnati and the gunboats 
Wilmington and Castine, which were 
at Port Antonio, Jamaica, when last 
heard from. * The Cincinnati and Cas- 
tine comprised the recent South Atlan- 
tic squadron, and were called: home 
several] weeks ago. These vessels are 
believed to be in excellent conditicn 
for active service and will be retained 
at Key West for the present. Owing 
to her great speed, the Cincinnati will 
probably be added to the flying squad- 
ron, in case it is deemed advisable to 
enlarge the fleet. 

WAR PAINT SLAPPED ON.

KEY WEST (Fla.,) March 28.—By 
nightfall the ships in the harbor, ex- 
cept thee Cincinnati, were painted a 
lead color from water line to smoke- 
stack top.

THE FINDINGS. 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


more of the forward magazines of the 
Maine. 

Fifth—At frame 17 the outer shel! of 
the ship, from a point eleven and one- 
half feetfrom the middle line of the ship 
and six feet above the keel when in its 
normal position, has been forced up so 
as to be about four feet above the sur- 
face of the water; therefore, about 
thirty-four feet above where it would 
be had the ship sunk uninjured. The 
outside bottom plating is bent into a 
reversed V shape, the after wing of 
which, about fifteen feet broad and 
thirty-two feet in length (from frame 
17 to frame 25) is doubled back upon 
itself against the continuation of the 
same plating extending forward. 

At frame 18, the vertical keel is broken 
in two, and the flat’ keel bent into an 
angle similar to the angle formed by 
the outside bottom plating. This break 
is now about six feet below the surface 
of the water and about thirty feet 
above its normal position. In the opin- 
ion of the court, this effect could have 
been produced only by the explosion of 
a mine situated under the bottom of the 
ship at about frame 18, and somewhat 
on the port side of the ship. 

Sixth—The court finds that the loss 
of the Maine on the occasion named 
was not in any respect due to fault or 
negligence on the part of any of the 
officers or members of the crew of said 
vessel. 

Seventh—In the opinion of the court, 
the Maine was destroyed by the explo- 
sion of a submarine mine, which caused 
the partial explosion of two or more of 
her forward magazines. 

Eighth—The court has been unable to 
obtain evidence fixing the responsibility 
of the destruction of the Maine upon 
any person or persons.

THE TESTIMONY TAKEN, 


CAPT. SIGSBEE MAKES EVIDENT 
HIS EXTREME CAUTION, 


Ensign Powelson Describes’ the 
Wreckage Technically — Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Wainwright 
Testifies to the Excellent apes 
pline of the Men. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The im- 
mense mass of testimony taken by 
the Maine court of inquiry was sent 
to the Senate today, and with the 
President’s message and the findings 
of the court was referred to the Com- 
‘mittee on Foreign Relations. The tes- 
timony was taken on eighteen differ- 
ent days, the fourteenth day and over 
being devoted to viewing the wreck. 
Every witness who was known to 
have any information that could throw 
light upon the great disaster was, 
called to give his testimony. The 
story of the destruction of the vessel 


is today not graphically given, but in 


a manner which gives all the obtain- 
able facts. No technical detail is 
omitted. Every movement and inci- 
dent connected with the Maine from 
the time she left Key West until the 
last diver examined the wreck, slowly 
sinking in the mud of Havana Har- 
bor, is given. It is a story intensely 
interesting to the people. Those who 
read it could have little doubt as to 
whether there was an internal or ex- 
ternal explosion. 

Perhaps the most significant haut. 
money is that showing the bottom 
plates on the port side of the  ill- 
fated Maine, to be bent inward and 
upward, a result that hardly could 
have followed anything save an ex- 
plosion from the outside. 

A mass of testimony is submitted 


showing the care exercised on board 


the ship by Capt. Sigsbee and his 
officers, and the apparent impossibil- 
ity of an accident occurring by an in- 
ternal cause, such as the heating of 
bunkers, spontaneous combustion, or 
many other theories. The testimony 
of Capt. Sigsbee is of the greatest im- 
portance, and perhaps is of more gen- 
eral interest than that of any other 
man called. With great care and 
minuteness he gives an account of 
the management of the ship, how she 
was handled, how she sailed _ into 
Havana, her anchorage, and what he 
knew aDout it, and, in fact, every 
point upon which the government and 
the country desires to be informed, 
Nothing in Capt. Sigsbee’s report 
shows that the ahchorage was 
changed, or that it was considered 
dangerous by any one. 

Second in importance to the testi- 
mony of Capt. Sigsbee is that of En- 
sign Powelson, who had charge of the 
divers, and knew from day to day 
what the divers found. This officer 
was minutely informed as to the con- 
struction of the Maine, and every- 
thing about her. His testimony .was 
to a certain extent technical, bearing 
upon the construction‘of the ship, her 
plates, etc., but it was from ‘these 
plates and this technical knowledge 
that he was able to declare that the 
explosion took place from the outside. 

The divers, Morgan, Olsen and 
Smith all contributed important evi- 
dence. They testified that the plates 
were bent inward on the bottom port 
side, and outward on the starboard 
Bide. 

Nothing in the testimony fixes the 
responsibility for the catastrophe, and, 
although conspiracy is apparent, no 
knowledge of the planting of a mine 
is shown. Capt. Sigsbee states that 
a somewhat bitter feeling existed 
against the American ship and Ameri- 
cans generally, and a witness whose 
name is suppressed, tells of overhearing 
a conversation among Spanish officers 
and a citizen indicating a foreknowl- 
edge of the destruction of the Maine 
by intention to blow her up. 

An Official of the American econ- 
Bulate tells of information received 
anonymously tending to show that a 
conspiracy existed, but nothing is 
definitely stated which fixes any re- 
sponsibility upon Spain or her sub- 
jects. 

CAPT. SIGSBEE TESTIFIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The fol- 
iowing is part Of the testimony: 

Capt. Sigsbee, in testifying before the 
sourt of inquiry, said thatghe assumed 


command of the Maine April 10, 1897, 
and that his ship arrived in the harbor 
of Havana the last time January 24, 
1898. The authorities at Havana knew 
of the Maine’s coming, Consul-General 
Lee having informed the authorities ac- 
cording to official custom. After ef, 
took on an official pilot sent by the cap- 
tain of the port of Havana, the ship 
berthed in the man-of-war 
anchorage, off the Machina, or the 
Shears, and, according to his under- 
standing, it was one of the regular 
buoys of the. place. He then stated 
that he had been in Havana in 1872 and 
again in 1898. 

He could not state whether the Maine 
was placed in the usual berth for men- 

f-war, but said that he hed heard re- 
marks since the explosion, using Capt. 
Stevens, temporarily in command of 
the Ward Line steamer City of Wash- 
ington, as authority for the statement, 
that he (Capt. Stevens) had never 
known, in all his experience, which cov- 
ered visits to Havana for five or six 
years, a man-of-war to be anchored ai 
that buoy; that he had rarely known 
merchant vessels to be anchored there, 
and that it was the least-used buoy in 
the harbor. 

In describing the surroundings when 
first moored to this buoy, Capt. Sigsbee 
stated that the Spanish man-of-war 
Alfonso XII was anchored in the posi- 
tion now occupied by the Fern, about 
250 yards to the northward and west- 
ward of the Maine. The German ship 
Griesenau was anchored at the berth 
now occupied by the Spanish man-of- 
war Le Caspe, which is about 400 yards 
about due north from the Maine. He 
then located the German man-of-war 
Charlotte, which came into the harbor 
a day or two later, and which was an- 
chored to the southward of the Maine’s 
berth, about four or five hundred yards. 

In describing the surroundings at the 
time of the explosion, Capt. Sigsbee 
stated that the night was calm and 
still The Alfonso XII was at the 
Same berth. The small Spanish dis- 
patch boat Le Caspe had come out the 
day before and taken the berth occu- 
pied by the German man-of-war, the 
Griesenau, which had left. The steamer 
City of Washington was’ anchored 
about 200 yards to the south and east 
of the Maine’s stern, slightly on the 
port quarter. 

The Maine coaled at Key West, tak- 
ing on about 150 tons, thecoalbeing reg- 
ularly inspectedand taken from the gov- 
ernment coal pile. This coal was placed 
generally in the forward bunkers. No 
report was received from the chief en- 
gineer that any coal had been very 
long in the bunkers, and the fire alarms 
in the bunkers were sensitive. 

The regulations regarding inflamma- 
bles and paints on board, Capt. Sigsbee 
testified, were strictly carried out in 
regard to storage, and the waste also 
was subjected to the same careful dis- 
position. 

As to the situation of the paintroom, 
he fixed it as in the “eaves of the ship,” 
just below the berth deck, the extreme 
forward compartment. The inflamma- 
bles were stored in chests, according to 
the regulations, and when inflammables 
were in excess of chest capacity, they 
were allowed to be kept in the~bath- 
room of the admiral’s cabin. 

Regarding the electric compartment 
of the Maine, Capt. Sigsbee stated that 
there was no serious grounding, nor 
sudden flaring-up of the lights before 
the explosion, but a sudden and total 
eclipse. As for regulations affecting 
the taking of the temperature of the 
magazines, etc., Capt. Sigsbee stated 
there were’no special regulations other 
than the usual regulations required by 
the department. He examined ‘the 
temperature himself and © conversed 
with the ordnance officer as to the va- 
‘rious temperatures and the contents of 


opinion of this officer, as well as Capt. 
Sigsbee, the temperatures were never 
at a dangerous point. 

“IT do not think there was any lax- 
ity in this dirction,” said the captain, 
replying to a question of Judge-Advo- 
cate Marix. 

He had no recollection of any work 
going on in the magazine or shell- 
rooms on the day of the explosion. 
The keys were called for in the usual 
way, on the day in question, and were 
properly returned. At the time of the 
disaster, the two aftr berths, in the 
after firerooms, were in use, because 
the hydraulic system was somewhat 
leaking. 

Speaking generally of the relations 
with the Spanish authorities, Capt. 
Sigsbee stated that with the officials 
they were outwardly cordial.. The 
members of the autonomist council of 
the government, however, seemed to 
have brought the attention of the 
Navy Department to the fact that he 
did not visit them, and it brought em- 
barrassment to the government. at 
Washington. He took the ground, be- 
fore the department at. Washington, 
that it was unknown etiquette to call 
on the civil members of the colonial 
government, other than the governors. 
Without waiting for such an «order, 
Capt. Sigsbee mad a visit afterward, 
and, as he states, was pleasantly re- 
ceived, and his visit promptly returned 
by certain members of the council. 

A party of ladies and gentlemen 
called, and the president of the council 
made a speech, which Capt. Sigsbee 
could not understand, but was was in- 
terpreted to him briefly, to which he 
replied. 

“My reply,” said Capt. Sigsbee, “was 
afterward printed in at least two pa- 
pers in Havana, but the terms made 
me favor autonomistic government in 
the island. I am informed that the 
autonomistic government in Havana is 
unpopular among a large class of 
Spanish and Cuban residents. I have 
no means of knowing whether my ap- 
parent interference in the political con- 
cerns of the island had any relation 

to the destruction of the Maine.” 

When asked whether there was any 
demonstration of animosity by the 
people afloat, Capt. Sigsbee said that 
there was never: on shore, as he was 
informed, but such rumors were afloat. 
A ferryboat passed the Maine on one 
occasion, and about forty people on 
board engaged in yelling, whistling 

sive calls. 
a his stay in Havana, Capt. 
Sigsbee took more than ordinary pre- 
cautions for the protection of the 
Maine, by placing sentries on the fore- 
castle and poop, quarantine and signal 
buoys. The corporal of the guard was 
especially instructed to look out for 


| the port gangway, and the officer of 


the deck and quartermaster were es- 
pecially instr ucted to look out for the 
starboard gangway: a quarter-watch 
was, kept on deck all night; sentries’ 
cartridge boxes were filled, and their 
arms. kept loaded; rapid-fire ammuni- 
tion was kept in the pilot room, and 
in the spare captain’s room, and under 
the after superstructure were kept ad- 
ditional supplies of shells, close at 
hand for the second battery; steam 
was kept up in two boilers instead of 
one, and positive instructions were 
given to watch carefully all the 
hydraulic guns and report defects. 

He said he had given orders to the

He states that very few people .vis- 
ted the ship. Lieutenant-Commander 
Wainwright heing rather severe on 
visitors. There were only two or three 
of the Spanish military officers, who 
came on board, but, according to the 
captain, they were constrainéd and 
not desirious of accepting much 
courtesy. This visit was during the 
He said he 
made every effort to have the Spanish 
officers visit the ship to show good 
will, according to the spirit of the 
Maine's visit to Havana, but with the 
exceptions stated, no military officers 
of Spain visited the ship socially. 

Capt. Sigsbee went into details re- 
garding the precautions in force and 
especially in relation to quarter 
watches, which, he said, had never 
been rescinded. In reply to the direct 
question of whether any of the maga- 
zines or shell rooms were blown up, 
the captain said it was extremely dif- 
ficult to come to any conclusion. The 
center of the explosion was veneath 
and a little forward of the conning- 
tower on the port side. In the re- 
gion of the center or axis of the ex- 
plosion was the 6-inch reserve raaga- 
zine, which contained very little pow- 
der, about three hundred pounds. ‘The 
10-inch magazine was in the same gen- 
eral region, but on the starboard side. 
Over the 10-inch magazine in the 
loading-room of the turret and in the 
adjoining passage a number of 10-inch 
shells were permanently located. 

According to Capt. Sigsbee it would 
be difficult to conceive that the ex- 
Pplosion involved the 10-inch magazine 
because of the location of the explosion 
and that no reports show that any 10- 
inch shells were hurled into the air be- 
cause of the explosion. The captain 
went into details as to the location of 
the small ammunition. He said that 
he did not believe that the forward 
6-inch magazine blew up. The loca: 
tion of the gun cotton was aft, under 
the cabin. The gun cotton primers and 
the detonators were always kept in the 
cabin. 

He stated that he had examined the 
wreck himself, and conversed with 
other officers and men, but as the Span- 
ish authorities were very much adverse 
to an investigation except officially on 
the grounds, as stated by the Spanish 
admiralty that the honor of Spain was 
involved, he forebore to examine the 
submarine portion of the wreck for the 
cause of the explosion until the day tle 
court convened. He said the discipline 
of the ship was excellent. .He paid a 
tribute to the crew, and said that a 
quieter, better-natured lot of men he 
had never known on board any vessel 
in which he had served. He had no 
fault to find with the behavior of any 
man at the time of the disaster, and 
considered their conduct admirable: 

his examination by the *ourt, 
Capt. Sigsbee said that the highest 
temperature that he could observe was 
112 deg., but that was in the after 
magazine, the temperature in the for- 
ward magazines being consideraoly 
lower. There was no loose powder 
kept tin the magazine. All the ccal 
bunkers were ventilated through air 
tubes examined weekly by the chief 
engineer, and were connected electri- 
cally to the annunciator near bis cabin 
door. The forward coal bunker on the 
port side was full. The forward coal 
bunker on the starboard was half full, 
and it was being used at the time of 
the explosion. 

OTHER WITNESSES. 

The following are portions of the 
other testimony: 

Lieut. Holman . said the explosion 
sounded like that of a mine, and that 
he had heard explosions in the sea. . 

Ensign W. V. U. Powellson testified 
that he was present on board the 
Maine from the day of the arrival of 
the ‘boat Fern and during the inves- 
tigations of the divers. When asked 
to tell the court all about the condi- 
tion of the wreck, he said the forward 
part of the ship, from. the after 
smokestack, had been, to all appear- 
ances, completely destroyed. 

Continuing, he described with close 
detail the condition of the wreck. The 
fixtures to port were completely 
wrecked, while fixtures in the same po- 
sition on the starboard side were in 
some cases almost intact. The port 
bulkhead, between the main and berth 
decks, at the conning-tower support, 
had been blown aft on both sides, but 
a great deal more on the port than on 
the starboard side. The fireroom hatch, 
immediately abaft the conning-tower, 
had been blown in three directions, aft, 
to starboard and to port. The protec- 
tive decks and the conning-tower sup- 
ports were bent in two directions, the 
plates on the port side being bent up, 
and on the starboard side bent down. 
The beams supporting the protective 
deck, a. few inches abaft of the ar- 
mored tube, to port of midship line, 
were bent up to starboard of the mid- 
ship line. Just forward of the conning- 
tower, underneath the main deck, two 
beams met at right angles; one beam 
was broken and pushed from port to 
starboard. A grating was found on 
the poop awning, just forward of the 
after searchlight. 

The piece of side plating just abaft 
of the starboard turret was visible. 
This plate was bent outward, and then 
the forward end  hent upward and 
folded baekward upon itself. This plate 
was severed from the rest of the plating 
below the water line. This plating 
below the water line had been pushed 
out to starboard. 

The end where the explosion occurred 
seemed to be pushed from port to star- 
board from five to ten degrees, he 
should judge, with the apex to star- 
board. The divers reported that at a 
point where the 10-inch’ shellroom 
should be they discovered 10-inch shells 
in regularly arranged heaps, but the 
ship sunk down so low that some of 
the shells were in the mud. 

Gunner Morgan reported that in walk- 
ing on the bottom he fell into a hole on 
the port side, and went down in the 
mud. He also reported, as far as he 
could judge, everything seemed to be 
bent upward in the vicinity of this hole. 
He also reported that the plates seemed 
to have been pushed over to starboard, 
and then bent down. 

Ensign Powellson then said that a 


powder tank that he saw appeared to | 


be an empty tank, broken by the heavy 
explosion, as it was not badly dented 
and merely ripped, the length cf the 
seam. The 10-inch tank was badly bat- 
tered out of any conceivable shape. 

Continuing, the witness said the div- 
ers, up to the night before he was on 
the island, had not been on the out- 
side of the ship. The mud was too 
deep for them to walk on the hottom. 

“What is the condition of the star- 
board turret?” witness was asked. 

“To my knowledge, it has not been 
found, sir,’’ was the reply. 

He understood something had been 
found under the place where the tur- 
ret formerly was, but its exact char- 
acter had not been determined. 

‘About what impression is produced 
upon your mind?’’ 

“From reports alone, or from the ap- 
pearance of the wreck? 


“Bither from reports or the 


which you believe to exist.” 

“The impression produced upon me,” 
erplied the witness, “is that an explo- 
sion took place well to port of midship- 
line and at a point in the length about 
opposite the conning tower.” 

Witness then replied to further ques- 
tions that his opinion was based upon 
the observation of things above water. 
He gave no weight to Morgan’s state- 
ment about falling into a hole on the 
port side, because Morgan might bave 
been mistaken all the time. 

Referring to his notes made of things

yn the Maine, Ensign Powellson said 
that the arch of the engineroom, tele- 
zraph-room, and the shaft of the steer- 
ng gear, coming down to the armored 
tube (turret,) was bent from port. to 
starboard. The port side of the pro- 
técted deck was covered with a greasy 
deposit, the starboard side being com- 
paratively free from it. 
The forward smoke pipe, between the 
main and superstructure decks, did not 
show any signs of the internal pressure 
i gases. 
On the main deck, forward of the 
conning tower, where the fore and aft 
angle bulks were located, the plank- 
ing was blown off on the only remaining 
plate of the main deck on the port side, 
while the wood was still attached to 
that part of the siarboard side. be- 
tween the conning-tower base and the 
turrets. What witness saw would in- 
dicate that the pressure lifted the pro- 
tective deck up on the port side, and 
the protective deck on the starboard 
side held fast and bent that deck down- 
ward. 
Witness exhibited to sketches to the 
court, showing a. diagram of various 
parts of the sunken ship and explained 
them to the court. The witness’s evi- 
dence about the strip on the starboard 
side of the outside plating of the ship 
which was folded and rolled backward 
was recalled to him. Powellson said he 
could see the plate bent outward, as it 
was only two feet under water where 
the explosion occurred. 
Witness had taken soundings, end 
had found five fathoms of water cn 
both sides of the Maine, down to the 
mud. Taking a fourteen-pound lead 
line and dragging with a wherry fcr 
obstructions on the port side, draggrirg 
close to where he thought the water- 
ways would be found, he found no ob- 
structions whatever. On the siarboard 
side, he found oj) structions for twenty 
feet, where he had reason to helieve 
the waterways hafl originally been. 
In answer to \questions, Powelson 
said there was nothing left of the port 
plating at all. He dragged oolong the 
outside to see if Anything had fallen 
out, and found nothing. 
Witness thoughtithe ship on the pert 
side was entirely gone to opposite a 
point indicated in a@ diagram handed to 
the court. It was entirely blown up. 
Mr. Powelson saf@ Gunner's Mate Ol- 
sen testified that] about twenty feet 
from the sluice Valve he found an 
opening in the ship’s: side. He had 
found boarding near the sea suction, in 
apartment A 10, about twenty-one feet 
from the Bluice vafve, in an almost ver- 
tical position, qihpueh it was originally 
horizontal 
“Tf you 


onsider the section of the 
ship between frame 18 and frame 13,” 
continued Mr. Powelson, ‘and con- 
sider that part of the bottom ‘oating 
between frame 18 and frame 15 is bent 
out at right angles, and then that the 
whole section ig turned forward 
through 90 des., you will picture the po- 
sition in which the plates are now 
found. This plating could either have 
been shoved ott from the aiter side, or 
it could have been pushed in from the 
forward side. The only indicacion as to 
how ‘this was \ione is in the wocden 
boarding. If thp after part of the plat- 
ing had been pt}shed out from the in- 
side, the boarding would have been 
broken at the dgle which the plates 
make.,.

Mr. Powelson plied to a question 
that he thought the explosion occurred 
on the port side} somewhere about 
frame 18, as the 
The ship yielded 
at frame 15, but itlwas pretty hard to 
say exactly wher@d the impact came.

“How do you atount for the im- 
mense damage dondjabreast of the re- 
serve magazine, whe there is nothing

Mr. Powelson answred: ‘‘My idea is 
that after the ship Was raised up at 
frame 18, the magazitks. one or aH of 
them, after that; were exploded; . for 
some powder tanks. that IT have seen I 
think were explodéd, while others I 
have seen were not exploded. T saw a 
coffee can that ws brought up this 
morning which yas as hadly ham- 
mered as most of ite powder cases that 
came up. It looked in very much the 
same condition.” 

“When you sa/ some ot the powder 
tanks, in your -pinion, exple ee and 
some did not, !o you refer to 6-inch 
tanks only or t: 2- inca tanks also.”

Capt. Sigsbee, when recalled, stated 
that he had detailed Lieut. Wainwright, 
Lieut. Holman and Chief Engineer Hol- 
man, all of the Maine, to obtain infor- 
mation in relation to any outsiders was 
might have seen the explosion. 

Capt. Sigebee also gave as his opin- 
jon that if coal bunkers A-16 had been 
so hot as to be dangerous to the 6-inch 
reserve magazine, thie condition 
would have been shown on three sides 
where the bunker was exposed, and 
men constantly passing to and fro 
by it would have necessarily noticed 
any undue heat. 

Capt. Sigsbee was recalled and ex- 
amined as to the ammunition on board 
the Maine. He stated that there were 
no high explosives, gun cotton, detone- 
tors or other material in magazines or 


i-ghell rooms which the regulations pro- 


hibited. He testified that no war h 

had been placed on since he 

had had command of the ship. 
POWELLSON RECALLED. 

Ensign Powellson, who was r>-calied 
February 25, showed the plans of the 
Maine from which he had identified 
the bottom plates that were blown up 
through the upper deck. The finding of 
these plates on top of the wreck, clear 
‘above water, was among the first and 
most important points of evidence 
cleared, disproving the possibility of an 
internal explosion. 

After minutely describing the bottom 
plates with their green ceiling of paint 
and other marks by which they were 
identified, Powellson stated that they 
must have been blown up thirty-eight 
or thirty-nine feet to reach the‘r pres- 
ent position. 

The diver who had been working for 
Powellson on this investigation informed 
him that he had found the ammunition 
for the 6-inch magazine pushed over to 
the starboard side. 

Ensign Powellson was recalled on 
March 15 and explained how he got the 
data for his sketches, which played 
such an important part in the work of 
the court. He said he sent divers 
down at various points along the line 
of the keel as it lay broken and twisted 
on the harbor Then he got in a 
boat and located the points on the keel 
by a lead line. In the wreck he es- 
tablished stations at the main mast, 
port crane, the smokestack and so 
forth, and from these bases he would 
get the bearing by angles of his lead 
line as it rested on the keel and other 
points of the wreckage under water. 
Thus he was able to plat a map of the 
wreck both above and below water that 
was mathematically correct. By com- 
paring this with the original plans of 
the vessel it was possible to tell just 
how much and in what direction any 
part of the Maine had been distorted 
by the explosion, without relying on 
under-water estimates by the divers. 

WERTHEIMER SAW IT. 

Louis Wertheimer, a tobacco dealer 
of New York, who was @ passenger on 
the City of Washington in Havana 
Harbor the night of the blowing up of 
the Maine, at the moment of the ex- 
plosion was in the stern of the Wash- 
ington and was looking directly at the 
battleship when the explosion occurred. 
 “T heard the report,” said Mr. Wert- 
heimer, ‘‘and at an interva’ of anywhere 
from five to fifteen seconds following 
the first report came a great explosion. 
In the burst of flame which followed, I 
clearly and plainly saw the vessel rise 
in the water, apparently three yards 
out,. then settle down before the :jight 
of the explosion went out. The whole 
thing was over so quickly that I can- 
not hazard a guess as to the length of 
time.” 

CAPT. STEVENS’S TESTIMONY. 

Capt. Frank Stevens of the City ot 
Washington testified to the effect that 
| he was standing amidships of his 
ship, where he could look toward the 
Maine when she was blown up. He 
heard a dull, muffled explosion, and 
saw a commotion as though unier the 
water, followed instantly by a terrific 
explosion, lighting up the sky with a 
dull red blaze, and filling the air with 
missiles which fell around him. He 
felt a trembling of the ship at the 
last of the explosions on the Maine. 
There was a decided interval between 
the first and second noise of the ex- 
plosions. He was not standing where 
he could see the lift. 

PRIVATE ANTHONY’S STORY. 

Private William Anthony of — the 
United States Marine Corps, whose 
coolness at the time of the explosion 
in reporting to Capt. Sigsbee has be- 
come the theme of admiration through. 
out the world, testified that he had 
the first watch from 8 to 12 o'clock 
on the night of the explosion. Ther- 
was no drill that day, and it was nov 
necessary to open the magazines.

SENTINELS WERE POSTED. 
Lieut. A. W. Catiin, who was in

low ever half hour, the patrol 
taking his place while gone. 
EXPERT OPINION. 

Capt. G. A. Converse of the navy, 
summoned as a witness, testified that 
he had made a study of the natural 
effects of explosive. Being shown a 
blue print of the forward magazine 
shell room of the Maine, and asked if 
one or more of these should explode 
or partially explode, it would lift the 
forward part of the ship partly out of 
the water, he replied, that he did not 
think it would. 2 

When asked if a submarine mine ex- 
ploded under the keel of a ship and 
containing enough explosive to com- 
pletely destroy, that part of the ship 
would be completely demolished. He 
replied that a violent explosion would 
cut a hole in a ship, blowing out that 
part of the ship in small fragments. 

' Being shown sketches of the forward 
magazines and asked if their explosion 
or partial explosion would leave the 
bottom of the Maine in that condition, 
as was shown in the sketches, he stated 
that the distortion of the keel of the 
Maine was too far forward and too re- 
mote from the magazine to have been 
caused by their explosion. 

“Do you think that necessarily there 
must have been an under-water mine 
to produce these explosions?” 

“Indications are that an under-water 
explosion produced the conditions 
there,”” was the reply, with further 
statements regarding the impossibility, 
in his opinion, of an internal explosion 
causing the Maine’s wreck. 

HE FOUND WIRE. 

Gunner's Mate Car! Rundquist, one 
of the divers, said he went duwn in the 
after part of the 10-inch magazine and 
found a lot of emp:y powder tanks— 
some of them with pieces blown in all 
directions. They did not look as if they 
had been exploded by a charge inside. 
It looked as if a pressure from the out- 
side had opened them up. The ragged 
ends of the ship were bent inboard. 
The bottom of the ship was all blown 


up. 

He found a hole in the bottom of the 
ship. It looked as if it was blown up 
from the outside, because no explosion 
from the inside could make a hole like 
that. The pieces of armor-plates also 
showed that they were blown in from 
the outside by the way they were bent. 

Rundqusit, being recalled, testified to 
the progress of his exploration. He 
went down March 17, on the port side 
and found the berth deck sloping aft 
to starboard. There was coal seven feet 
deep just forward of the crane: some 
of it hed been blown out of the ship 
on that side. He also found a 10-inch 
tank and powder bags which he sent 
up. He also found a bunch of wires, 
about fifty of them in a bunch. 

In the afternoon he went down in the 
same place and followed the armor- 
plate and found the break where the 
armor-plate ended. Here he found a 
string of heavy wire, fifteen feet long. 
Asked as to the condition of the armor 
‘he replied: “The end was all twisted 
and torn and ragged-edged, and then 
they all looked pointed inboard. I also 
examined the upper part of the backing 
and found the inside corner gone.” 


TANKS PRESSED FLAT. 

On the fifteenth day Commander 
Wainwright said: ‘‘Nearly all the pow- 
der tanks show signs of having been 
subjected to outside pressure, as if 
pressed against the powder inside, and 
their ends are also crushed in. I saw 
two 6-inch tanks that were opened at 
the seams, and were pressed down flat 
as if by exertion of considerable force.” 

NO CONTRABAND STORAGE. 

Lieut. John Hood, senior watch officer 
in charge of the powder division, saiq 
he had inspected the magazines and 
shell rooms and there was nothing 
stored there contrary to the ordnance 
regulations. a

CONSTRUCTOR HOOVER. 


Naval Constructor J. B. Hoover ap- 
peared as a Witness March §. His testi- 
monw was very technical, describing 
the various parts of ship by number of 
frame and section, Summed up it was 
that the bettom tes of the ship at 
the explosion, the h deck over them 
and protected deck had been turned 
ever and forward. revolving through an 
angle of deg.

SMITH'S DIBCOVERIES. 

Gunners’ Mate Smith described his 
firet descent, which landed him in the 
10-inch shellroom. The shells were 
there in good order. most of them nose 
up, but some toppled over by the shock 
oF the explosion, which had wrecked 
the woodwork of the magazine and 
blown the aft bulkhead over from port 
to starboard. He crawled over this 
bulkhead, and down behind it found a 
10-inch powder tank bent and dented, 
but not exploded. It was intact, with 
powder and cartridge . On b 
next descent he weir down in the 
frame till he struck the plates that 
were blown port to starboard— 
in board. He followed the plates down 
till he came to the 6-inch shells, still 
in the slings for sending them up out 
of the sheliroom. The forward part of 
the 6-inch reserve magagine seemed to 
have been blown away altogether. The 
ragged edges of the steel floor to the 
shellroom were turned up, and Smith 
walked over them out into the mud. 

Coming back from his trip into the 
outer submarine world, the diver came 
across a lot of 6-pounder shells and 
shell cases. some of them not even 
broken away from the shelis. Lying 
right across the middie of the 10-inch 
shellroom he found an armor plate 
that had been torn away from the 
ship’s side. The plate on being ripped 
loose by the explosion had turned a 
complete somersault ang landed with 
the thick edge in the mud, and the 
plate leaning obliquely over the wreck 
of the shelircom. There were 6-inch 

wder tanks scattered over the 10- 
nch sheliroom, most of them split. A 
number of them were sent up, but more 
remained. 

On his fourth trip down he slid 
down the outer edge of the ship by 
the port crane. 

“The skin of the ship,” he said, 
‘ig in good condition till you come to 
the jagged onening leading into the 
6-inch shell room hefore mentioned. 
Flere the steel edges are blown 
ward.” 

Crawling into the hole he felt the 
double bottom and the jagged edges 
of the cement turned up. He de- 
scribed in detail the 10-inch powder 
tanks found here, none of them ap- 
parently exploded, but with the 
soldered seams «p!it and the cares ‘at- 
tened. Some lines were to be found. 

Witness was questioned closely as to 
the plates that he found blown §in- 
ward, and whether they might not 
have been bulkheads, but he insisted 
pthat they were the outside skin of 
the shin near the bottom, and located 
them accuately on the plans about 
the middie of the 6-inch shell room, 
where, “in a )ic circle, there is none 
of the shin left at all.” 

He did not find the forward turret, 
but it wes missing from the place 
where it belonged. The importance 
of this testimony caused it to he gone

THE FLYING SQUADRON. 


Composed of Vessete Equal to 
Spain’s—Ready te Fiy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

FORT MONROE (Va.,) March 28.— 
Commodore W. 8. Schiey formally 
took command of the flying squadron 
at Hampton Roads today. He ieft 
Washington last night, and arrived at 
Fort Monroe early this morning. He 
was at once taken out to the Brook- 
lyn, which he has designated as his 
flagship. Half an hour later he took 
command amid ili-concealed enthusi- 
asm, the usual formalities being ob- 
served. 

The second step in the formation of 
the squadron will take place this week, 
when the assignment of vessels is com- 
plete. For speed and strength, this 
squadron will be unexcelled. At pres- 
ent the battleship Massachusetts, of 
10,288 tons, and capable of 18 knots an 
hour, and the protected first-class 
cruiser Brooklyn of $271 tons, and 
capable of 22 knots an hour, form the 
nucleus of the squadron. During the 
week, it is expected the Minneapolis, of 
7375 tons, with a speed of 23 knots, and 
the Columbia, of 6735 tons, with a 
speed of 23 knots, will be added. 

While these fighting ships are rated 
as cruisers only, they are of a type 
equal to the best battleships of Spain. 
The Brooklyn, particularly, is the high- 
est type of the fighting machine, and 
its equipment of rapid-fire guns ex- 
ceeds both in numbers and caliber any 
first-class battleship of Spain. 

In speed, the squadron will be un- 
excelled, its average speed, even if it 
waits for the heavy battleship Massa- 
chusetts, being 21.5 knots. The four 
best boats of the Spanish fleet average 
but 18.5 knots. | 

Commodore Schley said this morning 
to the Associated Press reporter: ‘I 
have no orders to move, nor do I know 
when any will come.

Havana Papers Have Fall Latitude

“Havana newspapers have finally es- 
tablished friendly relations with the 
press censorship. Heretofore they have 
instituted mild objections against the 
general staff of the army, which is 
charged with the duty of editing of the 
copy.

“FIGHTING BOB” EVANS. 


He Belleves in Spanish Treachery. 
Defenses Need Attention. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 


CHICAGO, March 28.—A special to 
the Tribune frorn Tampa, Fila., says. 

“ ‘Fighting Bob’ Evans has left Port 
Tampa for Key West to assume com- 
mand of the battleship Iowa. While 
here he talked freely in regard to the 
outlook for war, and what should be 
done. He is firm in his belief that 
the Maine was blown up by the Span- 
ish, and said: 

“"“The vessel was in a Spanish har- 
bor; and was blown up by a mine 
placed there by Spanish officials.

Immediate action is necessary, 
and I believe that there will be war 
very shortly. If I were a betting man, 
I would take all the bets offered by 
those who do not believe that there 
will be war.

“"The coast defenses need looking 
after. Key West is in an almost de- 
fenseless condition. A Spanish fleet 
could be at a safe distance and shel} 
the town. As for Tampa and Port 
Tampa, there is nothing to prevent 
any small vessel from coming up the 
bay and blowing them to pieces. The 
railroad terminals would, of course. 
be attacked by the Spanish at the 
first opportunity. Steps should be 
taken to protect them, so that troops 
and supplies can be brought here for 
to Cuba. 

“When asked for my opinion in 
Washington, I said that 50.000 troops 
should be sent to Tampa immediately, 
and ships provided to carry them to 
Cuba. 

“"The torpedo flotilla should be 
stopped at all hazards. A knockout 
blow should be struck by the United 
States before Spain gets a chance. We 
have an enormous coast line to pro- 
tect, and we should not wait until 
Spain is prepared to attack it. When 
you want to whip a man, get in the 
first blow. Hit him on the point of the 
chin. That is what we ought to do 
now. I don’t believe in delay. I said 
the morning after the Maine disaster 
that the chances were a million to one 
against it being an accident, and I am 
of the same opinion now, although I 
have not seen the report of the court 
of inquiry.’ ”

NEW YORK, March 2.—‘It is now 
said on good authority that the Man-

THE NAVAL COURT'S REPORT. 

In accordance with his previously- 
announced intention, the President 
yesterday sent to Congress the findings 
of the naval court of inquiry, which 
investigated the blowing-up of the bat- 
tleship Maine in Havana Harbor on 
February 15. The official findings of 
the court are in accordance with the 
clear and satisfactory synopsis pub- 
lished in the regular edition of Tip 
Tiwes yesterday, and in line with the 
foreshadowings of earlier dispatches. 

It is found, in brief, that the ex- 
plosion which caused the destruction 
of the Maine, was of external origin; 
that this outside explosion set off two 
© more of the Maine’s forward maga- 
which contributed to the de- 
struction of the vessel; that the after 
part of the vessel, including the maga- 
zines contained therein, remained 
“practically intact, and sank in that 
condition a very few minutes after the 
destruction of the forward part; that 
the loss of the Maine, “was not in 
any. respect due to fault or negligence 
on tne part of any of the officers or 
members of the crew of said vessel;’’ 
that “in the opinion of the court, the 
Maine was destroyed by the explosion 
of a submarine mine, which caused 
the partial explosion of two or more 
of her forward magazines;”’ and that 
“the court has been unable to obfain 
evidence fixing the responsibility for 
the destruction of the Maine upon any 
person or persons,” 

The evidence that the Maine was 
blown up by an outside explosion ap- 
pears to be conclusive, and the finding 
of the court to that effect is fully justi- 
fied. The outer shell of the vessel, at 
the point where the explosion oc- 
curred, six feet above the kee! when 
in its normal position, was forced up- 
ward so as to be about four feet above 
the surface of the water, or about 
thirty-four feet higher than it would 
be had the ship sunk without an ex- 
plosion. It would nanifestly have 
been practically impossible for an 
ternal éxplosior to have ferced the bot- 
tom shell of the ship upward in such 
‘a manner. No possible theory of an 
internal explosion as the cause of the 
disaster explain this forcing up- 
ward of a portion of the hull. On 
the other hand, that is precisely the 
result which might be expected from 
an externa] explosion. |

If these obliga- 
tions are to remain outstanding, the 
government should be clothed with 
power to compel the payment of 
some portion of its revenue in gold, as 
a simple matter of safe business policy.

The 
steamer proceeded northward with the 
rest of the sealing fleet, but after a 
couple of hours she diverged on a 
separate track and reached the hunting 
grounds not long after. All went well 
until Tuesday last, and seals were 
quickly encountered and several good 
packs were secured. 

On Tuesday morning the hunters left 
the ship about 7 o'clock, as usual, when 
the lookout in the crow’s nest reported 
ice plentiful around them. The men 
were clad in light clothing for the 
slaughtering of seals, which is ex- 
hausting work. Scattered over the ice 
field they wandered far from the protec- 
tion of the ship, and a gale and snow- 
storm shut them out from view. The 
ice floe parted and they drifted away 
from the ship. | 

Ere the storm subsided many of the 
unfortunate fellows had succumbed to 
the terrible cold and ex ure. Those 
who did not were terribly frost-bitten 
‘and suffered excruciating pain. The 
long night passed, but morning brought 
no help, for the storm still raged and 
the atmosphere was thick with snow 
driven by the gale. Snow continued 
nearly all day, and the evening brought 
no cessation to the high wind. Another 
night was passed in untold agony. Some 
of the victims had already given up 
hopes an din despair lay down and 
died, and every hour witnessed at least 
two deaths. 

Toward morning the storm subsided 
and clear weather enabled the surviv- 
ors to see that the Greenland was not 
far away, searching for the missing 
men. The steamer bore down upon the 
drifting ice and began the work of pick- 
ing up the bodies of the dead and the 
almost lifeless bodies of the living. 
Twenty corpses were taken on board 
that morning. Two of the men were 


still missing, “ns though ch was 
continued all , ho more “were re- 
covered. 


Thursday night the Greenland headed 
for short, reaching Bay Deverde, pro- 
ceeding thence to St. Johns. Most of 
the men who perished were married men 
with large families, who are thus de- 
prived of all possible means of sup- 

rt.

CHICAGO COLONY CASE. 


Defendants Seek to Have the Indict- 
ment Quashed. 


In the United States District Court 
yesterday Judge Wellborn heard the 
motion of the defendants, through 
their attorney, W. J. Hunsaker, Esq., 
to quash the indictment in the case 
of the United States vs. H. P. Sweet, 
James W. Wilson and C. H. Howara, 
the promoters of the Farm, Field and 
Fireside Colony, Almondale ana 
Liano, on’'the Rio del Liano, Los An- 
geles county, Cal. The indictment is 
for using the mails for the purpose 
of defrauding intending purchasers ot 
lands in the colony tract, inasmuch 
as they represented that such lands 
could be bought for $15 per acre; that 
they were in an irrigation § district 
owning. water enough to irrigate the 
whole of the land, and that the col- 
ony company had, and could, give to 
the puchasers a perfect title. The in- 
dictment fdund by the grand jury on 
February 28, 1898, sets forth that the 
did not own he 
lands in question, and consequermly 
could not give a title to the same, and 
that the said irrigation district dia 
not have sufficient water to irrigate 
the lands. 

In August last an indictment was 
found against these same parties for 
the same offense. The first-named de- 
fendant, Sweet, was arrested and 
brought into court, but demurred on 
account of an error in the indictment. 
The demurrer was sustained, and the 
indictment dismissed. The District At- 
torney presented the same matter to 
the grand jury, curing the defect in 
the former indictment, but the de- 
fencant claims that the dismissal of 
the former bill discharges him fully 
of this offense. 

Judge Wellborn took the matter un- 
der advisement, and the outcome is 
awaited with much interest, as a fine 
legal point is involved, E

In the county 
above mentioned free rural delivery of 
mails was inaugurated some time dur- 
ing the past year, with six carriers in 
the service. It has been suggested 
that Los Angeles county, with its 
populous rural districts, would be an 
excellent field in which to inaugurate 
this feature of the postal service, and 
that some concerted effort should be 
made to obtain some of it, while it is

OPENING SESSIONS OF COUNTY 


AND CITY INSTITUTES. 


Abroad Taking Part tn the 
rroceedings. 


AN ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT son- 


DAN OF STANFORD. 


County Superintendent Riley, Prest- 


dent Davie of the City Hoard 
and Others Address the As 
sembled Teachers. 


At least a thousand teachers § are 
now in the city, attending the ses- 
siond of the County and City ineti- 
tutes, that opened yesterday morning, 
and it is expected that many more 
will be here to attend the meetings 
of the Teachers’ Association, which 
begin next Thursday. Many of the 
leaders in the educational work of 
the United States are present, and 
will take part in the discussions. 
Among these are David Starr Jordan 
of Stanford, Dr. Bernard Moses of 
the State University; A. E. Winship 
of Boston, editor of the New England 
Journal of Education, and State Su- 
perintendent Black. Many subjects 
of vital interest to teachers and 
patrons will be discussed by these and 
others. 

The city teachers were called to or- 
der at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, in 
the High School Auditorium. Super- 
{intendent Foshay introduced Hon. 
Charles Cassat Davis, president of the 
City Board of Education, who made 
the opening address. 

Mr. Davis said, in substance, that 
he was glad of the opportunity to ad- 
dress the assembled teachers at the 
opening of the institute, especially in 
view of the long and discouraging 
struggle througft which the better ele- 
ments had come successfully, in order 
to again suggest what, in his view, 
the public today demands of the teacn- 
ers. 

“Progress is thé law of the unl- 
verse. The little log schoolhouse of 
our forefathers met thelr require- 
ments; the simple elements taught 
were sufficient for their day. But 
now the child is entitled to a free edu- 
cation, not in the elementary studies 
alone, but, in the opinion of many, 
also in the higher branches. We edu- 
cate him mentally; we drill him physi- 
cally; we watch his eyes, his hearing 

d general health; and we educate 
him in the fundamental principles of 
morality. Education must take these 
broad fields, for the State assumes to 
fit the child to be an independent, self- 
sustaining and contented individual; 
yt teaches him to be a social being 
and to live cefully and helpfully 
with his neighbors; it trains him as a 
citizen, impresses upon him the debts 
he owes to his fellow-citizens, to the 
nation and its flag, and beyond tv 
civilization and mankind of the world. 

“In all of this training, the essen- 
vial thing is not to produce scholars 
who excel in arithmetic or geography, 
important as these studies are, ~ but 
to produce scholars who are manly 
men and womanly women; men and 
women with ideals and with strength 
and character enough to maintain 
these ideals. The teachers should have 
education broader than that of the 
Normal School, and they should have 
in addition to the school training, the 
culture and refinement of the true gen- 
tlewoman and gentleman. It does not 
do to say that .the teachers are up to 
the average; they should be above the 
average of the people; they should be 
preéminent in character and attain- 
ment; there should be more of the in- 
spiring of of teachers, many of 
whom already honor our schools. 

“The time will soon come when the 
polluting and withering touch of the 
politician on the school shall be past— 
when the money-changers shall _ be 
driven. from the temple; then merit 
will supplant favoritism, and promo- 
tion will reward efficiency, and then 
the profession of teaching will be 
raised to a higher plane of dignity 
and influence.” 

Mr. Davis was folowed by Dr. Jor- 
dan, president of Stanford University, 
who spoke on “The Sober Mind.” He 
said: “I desire to speak on the nature 
of the mind and some things that in- 
terfere with the sober working of the 
mind. The mind only gets its knowl- 
edge through the senses. While the 
mind is a machine it has the power 
of choice out of a great diversity of 
possible acts. There are automatic 
actions where no choice seems to be 
exerted. Instinct is an inherited auto- 
matic act. A thought is not complete 
until it goes over into action. It ds 
the province of the will to suppress 
— thoughts before they become 
acts. 

“There are three roots from which 

w national strength as well as in- 
ividual strength. They are knowl- 
edge, will and obedience; knowledge 
of the surroundings or environments, 
the will to act, and obedience to the 
nature of things. A nation is strong as 
it is obedient to the natural conditions 
of life. A man is strong as he is 
obedient to what ought to be done and 
to what the nature of things allows 


o be done. Knowledge is to make 
action wise. Many actions are the re- 


of an imperfect, or rather a false 
knowledge of the surroundings of life. 
There are many peculiar manifesta- 
tions of nervous pleasure when the 
nervous system is in an abnormal 
condition. Medical men tell of persons 
who experience an exquisite pleasure 
in having their flesh torn apart with 
pincers or their fingers mashed with 
hammers. They are out of the norma! 
State; their minds are not sober; they- 
have a false knowledge of the true 
relation of things. The mind must be 
able to correct these and al! other 
abnormal conditions, gnd give every- 
thing its proper place and importance. 
This a sober and temperate mind will 
be to de. 

“Happiness depends on veracit 
thought and action. There mre et 
drugs and liquors that destroy this 
veracity. They cause the nerves to 
tell the mind what is not true, and 
make people facé the world as it is 
not. The mind becomes viterly bewil- 
dered because the nervous system, thus 
deranged, reports unrealities as reali- 
ties. This is a world of realities, not 
of dreams. Anything that makes the 
nerves tell the mind what is not true 
is Ewowme. These are the true rea- 
sons for temperance. e 
in life is to be sane.”

Me holds in his right hand Napoleon 
and his armaments, and in the left he 
holds a large magnifying glass through 
which he views the man who scourged 
Europe, while behind him stands « 
little child. The picture tended to 
show how in the future Napoleon ana 
his following would appear small ana 
insignificant. Battles might decide 
the fate of a king or of a throne, but 
this influence in retarding civilization 
has been comparatively small. People 
are beginning to realize that kings 
and queens did not affect history very 
much, but they marked pertods in the 
nation’s career. So, under Queen Vic- 
torla, the advancements made along 
the various avenues of knowledge Is, 
and will be, known as the Victorian 
era. As Lord Rosebery tre as- 
serted, royalty in England is no longer 
anything, but as a leader and regu- 
lator of society—the 400. “The Queen,” 
said Dr. Jordan, “may prescribe just 
how a lady may dress when she calls 
upon her, and the Prince of Wales 
may pose as the arbiter of racing, 
while in Arizona the same thing goe» 
at the drop of the hat.” 

In past ages the common people 
were part of the power of the King, 
but, as the speaker pointed out, in 
these days, no matter how high the 
boundaries of a nation might be built, 
and broken glass put on top, the peo- 
ple will creep under, and thousands 
are passing back and forth. They 
don’t prevent thousands of Germans 
leaving home, and there’s more of En- 
gland outside than there is in it. 
The world is in a certain sense be- 
coming a great republic, and that is 
one reason that people decry war as 
carrying them back to the middle 
ages, and though sometimes inevit- 
able, it is not to be looked forward to. 
“When we think of the men that have 
influenced the thought of the country,” 
said Dr. Jordan, “we don’t think of 
Darwin as an Englishman; we're all 
English, if we go back a little—or 


‘something better;\or of Holmboltz be- 


ing a German, for he belonged to the 
world; or Lincoln, as an American. 
And yet these men, perhaps, have 
done more to influence the century 
than any others.”’ 

Then, too, in the bygone time, a cat 
might look at a king, but not the 
common people. The King could even 
cure disease, and a touch of his gar- 
ment was better than patent medi- 
eine, or the treatment of the China 
doctor, “I have met two kings in 
my time,” said the speaker, ‘‘and the 
first was at a little place in Norway, 
where we had to wait around for din- 
ner, as the King had monopolized the 
dining-room. In the old time he 
daren’t have,.left his own dominions, 
but in the future, maybe, we'll al! 
go into dinner together, or stand 
around the same lunch-counter. The 
next time was in Saxony, where the 
King nearly ran over me, and when 
I asked one of the flunkey’s who the 
person was, he answered aghast, ‘that 
was our Lord, tle King,” Well, if he 
had run over me we'd have gone over 
to the police ceurt together, and that 
would have almost been worth while.” 

In thus semi-humorously illustrat- 
ing the decadence of the idea of the 
divine rights of kings, Dr. Jordan 
alluded to the democracies of Greece, 
which fell, he said, because each citi- 
zen rested on the backs of nine slaves, 
and as the latter began to grow the 
foothold became insecure. As Emer- 
son said, ‘God got tired of kings, 
and as their power departed it passea 
to the common people. The aristocracy 
could not receive it, for they had lost 
their power and influence before. Con- 
trol cannot be put in the hands of an 
aristocracy of intelligence, without 
their feeling that they own it. Per- 
haps a set of men might be selected 
to run the government of this country 
better than the President, but it is 
much to be preferred that the govern- 
ment should be less beneficial, and 
the common people have a voice in 
it. So, the scepter has fallen into the 
hands of the common man, and there 
is no-one below him to take it, and 
no one above him that can hold it. 
The question of popular government 
is not necessarily one of good gov- 
ernment: that is only a minor ques- 
tion. But that each man should have 
responsibility and the nation be made 
a training school in civics is impor- 
tant. If it makes men it does. not 
matter if it is dignified, or economical, 
or just. It is good if it affords oppor- 
tunity for the peovle to be virtuous 
and happy. People cannot make hap- 
piness, but we do want clean streets 
to walk along, and not be made to 
run against a pig hung up with a chip 
in its mouth. We do want protection 
from thieves, and beggars, and misery, 
and when the people realize what 
hurts them, the trouble ceases. 

“Just 100 years ago,” said Dr. Jor- 
dan, “a great grandfather of mine said 
there never would be prosperity until 
the men were willing to work all day 
for a sheep’s head and liver, and he 
ascribed the discontent to the old 
schoolhouses teaching sedition by mak- 
ing people discontented. My _ great 
grandfather was a good man—I judge 
that from heredity—and as he looks 
down from the foot of the golden stair, 
or from his cosy corner by the fire, he 
must realize the changes that have 
taken place. 

“The sharp boundaries of classes, as 
of nations, have been broken down. 
Sir Henry Mayne describes it as a 
transition from a ‘state of status to that 
of contract.’ Men were born in a cer- 
tain condition and remained there, 
while now every man goes and does 
what he may deem wise. All the move- 
ments heretofore made have been to 
blot out contracts made for men long 
before they were born and leave them 
free to contract for themselves. 

“A government by the people de- 
pends upon a government of intelli- 
gence and virtue; a man without virtue 
is a fool, and consequently not intelli- 
gent. It has been said that vulgarity 
is the besetting sin of democracy, and 
there are signs of it in this country, 
for there are vulgar ministers, vulgar

Owing the remarks of t 
Superintendent all present pong 4 
singing “America,” after which J. D 
Graham, president of the County Board 
of Education, delivered the annual ad- 
dress. He drew attention to the fact 
that there are 128 schoo! districts, either 
primary or grammar, in Los Angeles 
county, and 370 teachers teaching 10,000 
children at an annual expense of $300,- 
000. And this work is carried on under 
the control of the County Superintend- 
ent, the County Board of Education, the 
board of trustees, the teachers and the 
parents. He pointed out that the prob- 
lem of how to obtain supervision of ru- 
ral schools was up for solution. He 
thought the superintendent or his dep- 
uty ought to visit each school not less 
than four times each year. The advice 
he would be able to give to teachers 
would be invaluable, and the word of 
praise be a stimulus to renewed exer- 
tion. The county board can do much 
to keep up the standard of capability 
with the idea that all teachers shall 
hold normal-school certificates. 

Mr. Graham bore testimony to the 
Southern California schools, they being 
about a year in advance of the schools 
in the East, and alluded to the task 
thrown upon the boards of trustees in 
electing teachers. He urged that merit 
only should be required, and argued 
that the time had gone by when any 


‘one is good enough to teach, and that 


to the one desiring to be a lawyer ora 
doctor the schools no longer served as 
a stepping stone. He gave what might 
be considered the mental equipment of 
the ideal teacher, but did not venture 
to say she had yet made her appear- 
ance. At length Mr. Graham dilated 
upon the necessity for the education of 
the children being along physical, men- 
tal end moral lines, and he regretted 
that spiritual training could not also 
be included. 

Dr. E. I. Pierce of the State Normal 
School, was next presented to the as- 
semb'ed teachers and read a paper upOn 
“Observation and its Importance in 
Mental Training.” 

Dr. Pierce began by defining observa- 
tion as a state of clean consciousness 
regarding the relation of one thing to 
another, and proceeded to show that all 
observation begins with individual 
things, amd when a person begins to 
generalize a loose observation is the 
result of insufficient individual obser- 
vation. He pointed out that many 
teachers gauge a child from the stand- 
point of an adult, and because she per- 
ceives things assumes the child must 
also, and so the little one is put at 
books or given explanation that raises 
in the mind no sense image. Such a 
child can neither by induction or de- 
duction make comparisons, for the pre- 
vious steps are lacking. So, he argued, 
the content of words can only be mas- 
tered by contact with the reality, words 
themselves being symbols which can 
raise in the mind pictures of the thing 
desired to be perceived. 

In the afternoon the institute was 
divided into five sections for discussion 
of technical subjects in detail.

BOARD OF EDUCATION APPOINTS 
N. POWELL. 


) 
Superintendent Foshay Reports 
Tpon the Teachers’ Inetitute, 


New tn Seasion—The New Sloyd 
Department—Reports from OCom- 
mittees. 


The most important business trans- 
acted by the Board of Education at its 
meeting last evening was the election 
of a census marshal, to take the school 
census for the current year. N. T. 
Powell was elected to the position, re- 
ceiving the votes of four of the six 
members present. Directors Davis, 
Mathis and Bartlett were absent. 

A communication was received from 
the ministers of the Methodist Preach- 
ers’ Association, asking the board not 
to cause the schoo] children to take 
part in the fiesta parade. The letter 
was referred to the Fiesta Committee. 

Superintendent Foshay presented his 
report and commented as follows upon 

Teachers’ Institute, which opened 
yesterday morning at the High School. 

“The subjects to be discussed during 
the week are of vital interest, and the 
lectures upon them may well be heard 
by parents and friends of education, as 
well as by teachers. 

“You will note that the general ex- 
ercises are held in the auditorium, and 
consist principally of lectures, while the 
sections are composed of teachers of the 
different grades, and furnish oppor- 
tunity for discussion upon the sub- 

. jects of every-day work. 

“This programme of intellectual 
ability brings before us many of the 
best thinkers along pedagogical lines 
in our State and county, and I hope 
will be of great benefit to all who lis- 
ten. Our methods of instruction have 
been greatly changed by the study of 
psychology. We endeavor to develop in 
our pupils right habits of investigation, 
and to cause them to be self-reliant 
and helpful. The progress of our na- 
tion will be determined by the work 
of ‘the schools, and this opportunity for 
instruction which has been carefully 
‘planned, will, I have no doubt, uplift 
ithe nation’s children in this part of the 
country.”’ 

The Finance Committee recommended 
the payment from the county fund of 
bills aggregating $1837.72, and from the 
city fund bills amounting to $481.85, in 
addition to the regular. salaries of 
school officers and janitors for March. 
The recommendations were adopted.

COMMERCIAL. 

CBYLON TEA IN AMERICA. Con- 
sul Morey sends from Colombo to thé 
State Department a clipping from a 
Ceylon newspaper, which, he says, pur- 
ports to contain the opinion of tea ex- 
perts in London respecting the meas- 
ures adopted in the United States cus- 
tomhouses for the jnspection of Ceylon 
teas: 


“The Lendoen correspondent of the 
Ceylon Times, according to the in- 
closure, writes that he had visited a 


firm which did a large export business 
in the United States (‘probably the 
largest in packed teas from England,’) 
in order to ascertain the position of 
Ceylon tea in America. The trade, he 
says, is most. satisfactory; July, 
August and September having been 
record months, especially the last. He 
says: “They have had to alter the size 
of their packet (which means, I sup- 
pose, little or no ramming;) they have 
sifted the dust out of teas that -were 
likely to give trouble, and they are 
getting their teas through without 
stoppage. Moreover, they have man- 
aged to get their condemned 
through as well, armed as they were 
with a strong certificate of purity from 
an analyst, which cost them consider- 
able money.’ The firm stated to. the 
Times correspondent that efforts had 
been made in the United States to stop 
the importation of this class of tea, but 
that the exporters had succeeded in 
getting it in. ‘We got our condemned 
teas in and worsted them, but we ac- 
complished it by going down on our 
knees and groveling, and we don’t want 
that sort of thing. We want a fair 
and equitable law. No doubt much 
rubbish has gone into the country (the 
United States,) and we are as inter- 
ested as any one in seeing that 
stopped.’ Asked by the correspondent 
what he thought of the chances of an 
alteration of the law, the exporter said: 
“I have no immediate hopes, although 
your (Ceylon) commissioners are mov- 
- ing in the matter. My opinion is 
that things will become more easy 
later.’ A trial shipment, continues the 
correspondent, of a chest of India 
Souchong, costing 7%d (15 cents.) and 
a chest of Indian Broken Orange Pe- 
koe. costing 1s 4%4d (38 cents.) resulted 
in the Souchong going through and the 
Broken Orange Pekoe being stopped. 
He adds that this information may in- 
terest’ United States dealers, if they 
are not, as intimated, already aware of 
the metheds practiced by foreign ex- 
porters.”’

The appre- 
hensions of the bears were fed by a printed 
report from Washington that Spain had com- 
pletely aceded to all President McKinley's 
requests, including an armistice between 
Cubans and Spaniards for six months. The 
passage of the Spanish elections, with their 
assurance of legislative support to Premier 
Sagasta and the conservative course pursued 
by Congress toward the Maine report, gave 
some assurance that President McKinley's 
well-known desire for a peaceful adjustment 
with Spain might find a successful outcome. 
This gave color to the reports which were 
placed in circulation, and magnified the fears 
of the hard-pressed bears. Without this 
and the underlying strength of financial and 
business conditions, the adroit manipulation 
of the bulls would hardly have proved so 
great a success. Closing prices were by no 
means at the highest. The specialties show- 
ing reactions ranging up to 4% points.

SANTA MONICA, March 28.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Board of City Trustees 
at its meeting this afternoon, decided to ad- 
vertise for bids to be received on April 13 
for an iron sewer, screen-house, and neces- 
sary piling and yokes, to extend from high- 
water mark, 1250 feet, out into the ocean

A contract for practically the same work 
was let to a San Francisco firm several 
weeks ago, but that contract also called for 
the construction of a wharf. There ap- 
peared to be a legal bar against appropriat- 
ing city mcneys, raised for sewer purposes, 
for the censtruction of a wharf not abso- 
lutely necessary to the construction of a 
sewer, and the project was abandoned.
